An alarming conspiracy of Anarchists and Republicans has been discovered in Spain. 

A shock of earthquake, which was distinctly felt at San Francisco, occurred recently 
in Central California, its effects being most severe in the valley of the San Joaquin river. 

Vianna, May 20.—The news from Western Bohemia which reached here this morning 
records the deaths of about one hundred persons from the terrible waterspouts and floods, 
the fatalities having been especially numerous in the neighborhood of Pilsen. 

The Ounard steamer Gallia, which arrived at Queenstown from New York on the 
evening of the 16th inst., brought intelligence that the barquentine Nellie Swift foundered 
in the Atlantic on the 6th inst., with all hands, whilst on a voyags from the West Indies 
for New York. The crew consisted of eleven persons. 


Bunz, May 14.— Despatches from Interlaken state that enormous damage has been 


natural , and were able to escape with their 
cattle, but the falling masses of earth and rock utterly destroyed a number of houses and 
woods. 


A New York telegram says The Oregon Navigation Company's steamship Alaskan 
foundered on the 13th inst., off Cape Blanco, and five of the crew are reported drowned. 
The captain and cloven.of the crew were picked up by passing vessel; but thirty-two 
others, who took to the steamier’s boats when she went down, are missing, and it is feared 
they are lost. There were no passengers on board. 

Questo, May 17.—As was apprehended, the fire at St. Sauvier raged unchecked until 
it reached the open fields, when it died out for lack of fuel. Hardly a vestige of the 
village remains. The number of houses destroyed by the conflagration is between six 
and seven hundred. A thousand families have been rendered homeless, and it is esti- 
mated that the total loss of property will reach $800,000. 


Bran, April 28.—The American ship Richard P. Buck, from Philadelphia for San 
Franciaco, before reported here in distress, was discovered to be on fire on April 19th. 
Owing to the inflammable nature of a large portion of the cargo—karosene, whisky, etc. 
—the ship soon burned to the water’s edge. She was of 2,490 tons burden, and had a 
cargo of 2,149 tons of general merchandise. Ts is roughly eqtimated thet the veal and 
cargo represented half a million dollars. 


There can now be no doubt as to the fate of the ship Bengollyun, which left the 
Mersey on the 20th of March with a cargo of coal, as the Board of Trade have ordered

But not only is it gratifying to find the News giving an impartial report of 
the case, but we are far more pleased ‘with the court proceedings, and desire 
to express our appreciation of the manner in which justice was administered 
by those before whom the case was tried. These gentlemen seem. to baves 
clear comprehension of the duties appertaining to their judicial , position, and 
have the courage to maintain their individual convictions, and to uphold the 
majesty of British law. It is true they were entrusted with their judicial 
responsibilities with the understanding that they would administer jtrstice, 
‘according to English law, to every individual who might claim it at their 
hands, no matter what might be the suppliant’s nationality, political bias, or 
religions convictions.

reason of the fitimerical, social or religious status of the ‘complaining parties. 
Indeed, if these matters could have cut any figure whatever in the case they 
would naturally have operated against the Mormons;” for numerically they 
are insignificant in this country; socially they are ostracised from all classes 
of society except their own; and religiously they are regarded as pestilential. 
But notwithstanding the strong prejudice which exists against us as a people, 
these judges did what was right. They administered substantial justice. 
They have sustained the requirements of the law; complied with the dictates 
of an active conscience; satisfied an injured people; and they should receive 
the thanks and gratitude of the guilty parties, because mercy was remem- 
bered while the demands of justice were satisfied. 

It is not always an easy thing to do right even under the most favorable 
circumstances, and those who possess sufficient stamina of character to doa 
proper thing all the way through, and in a right manner, in the midst of 
strong temptation to swerve to one side or the other, are deserving of being 
had in honor among their fellows. There was an attempt made by the 
defense during the trial to introduce matters which were wholly extraneous 
to the case. Mr. Bulitho endeavored to induce the judges, before whom he 
was being tried, to sit in the capacity of an ecclesiastical court of inquiry 
respecting the orthodoxy of the religious principles of the “ Mormons.” 
Weaker men than the Manchester magistrates would have yielded to the 
temptation to go outside the limits of their proper field of inquiry; but as it 
was, Mr. Bolitho was taught a lesson that he evidently badly needed, and 
which will not be lost neither upon himself nor upon those who may be in- 
clined to emulate hia mobocratic example. He was given to understand very 
plainly that “ Mormons” as well as other people would be protected in their 
belief by British law, and that he could not with impunity attempt the sup- 
pression of so-called heterodox opinions by mobocracy. 

Again we say, let the magistrates who have thus so impartially discharged 
their duties be accorded that honor which they have deserved. Let them be 
respected by all the Saints and honorable people everywhere.

As there is nothing connected with the Gospel of Jesus Christ which is not 
pure and sanctifying in ite nature, the individual who is enthusiastic in his 
opposition to it must be vicious, and he could scarcely be true to his natare 
and instincts if he did not at times break out into overt acts of lawlessness. 
The wicked man has a double complaint against “Mormonism.” Being pure 
in itself, it naturally excites his animosity. But embracing, as it does, the 
restored Gospel of Jesus Christ in its fulness, its good qualities are not 
passive simply. They take on an active form, and grind on sin of every kind 
as remorselessly as the wheels of Juggernaut’s car crush the self-secrificing 
devotees of that false god. Whoever or whatever thus dares to interfere with 
the gratification of the wicked man’s darling sins invites his wrath; and in 
general the more corrupt an individual is, the more determined and fiendish 
are his assaults upon the Gospel, or upon those who espouse its cause. 

No truthful person, who is familiar with the history of the crusades against 
the “Mormon” people, can deny that anti- Mormonism” has been disgraced | 
by deeds of lawlessness, inhuman atrocity, destruction, assassination and 
death. In order that no one may justly accuse us of being unduly partial in 
stating the case, we purpose to let this be done by a non-“ Mormon” of the 
highest respectability. In an article which recently appeared in the Wine- 
teenth Century Professor Huxley says: 1 

In spite of repeated outbursts of popular hatred and violence during one 
of which Smith was ‘brutally murdered—the 
steadily increased, and became a flourishing community. But the Mormon 
practices being objectionable to the majority they were, more than once, 
without any pretense of law, but by force of riot, arson, and murder, driven 
from the land they occupi Harried by these persecutions, the Mormon 
hogy eventually committed itself to the tender mercies of a desert as barren 
as that of Sinai; and after terrible sufferings and privations reached the oasis 

Utax. If is interesting to observe that the course taken by 
the t blic' and its citizens runs exactly parallel with that taken by 
the Roman Empire and its citizens towards the early Christians, except that 
the Romans had a certain legal excuse for their acts of violence, inasmuch as 
the Christian “sodalitia” were not licensed, and consequently were, spso facto, 


illegal assemb Until in the latter of the nineteenth century, the 
United States legislature decreed the illegality of polygamy, the Mormons 
were wholly within the law. | | 


According to these statements, which are incontrovertible, the “ Mormons” 
have almost made a complete success of living within the law. The anti- 
“Mormons” have not done so. It does not appear that they have even tried 
to do so, or they could have succeeded just as well as the “Mormons” did. 
They are thus written down in history as the real law-breakers. Though 
they charge crime against us, they themselves have, without any provocation, 
committed the most heinous offenses against civilisation and humanity. 
Their acts of hatred and infamy have been performed “without any pretense 
of law.” They have been done outside of it and at its defiance. Their crimes 
stand out in bold contrast with the peaceable and law-abiding disposition 
manifested by the people of God. In spite of all the abuse, wrong, and in- 
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ustice which the anti- Mormons” have heaped. upon the Saints, the latter 
could not even be forced into a mobocratic attitude towards their enemies. 
Repeated and shameful attempts have been made to compel this people to 
become transgressors against the law; and the laws themselves have been set 
at defiance and trampled under foot in the effort to accomplish this most 
infamous purpose; yet history will record the fact expressed by Professor 
Huxley that the “Mormons” until late years have lived wholly within the 
law. When it was discovered that the “force of riot, arson, and murder” 
could not drive the “Mormon” people to desperation and induce them to 
commit themselves against the institutions of their country, then a plan was 
originated and consummated by which the laws of the country were modified 
so as to make “Mormon” transgression inevitable. The scheme by which the 
anti- Mormons” gave a coloring of law to their operations, that they might 
appear as favorably as the ancient Romans, at least, in their crusades against 
the Christians, was infamous and worthy of satanic inspiration. It simply 
amounted to this: Since the “Mormon” cannot be made to stray into for- 
bidden ground that his feet may be snared in the legal traps set there for 
him, why, then, the highway which the “Mormon” treads in his search after 
God must be declared forbidden, and pitfalls must be dug and snares laid for 
him there—if the “Mormon” will not go out of his way to put his head under 
the executioner’s axe, the executioner’s axe must be suspended over the 
“Mormon” head, and thus it was done. In order to accomplish this, obedience 
to the law of celestial marriage which God had revealed to His people, was 
declared to be criminal in the United States, and this, too, after the practice 
of the principle had been tolerated and tacitly sanctioned for years. 

This instance of law-making and law-breaking finds almost an exact parallel 
in sacred history. When Daniel was preferred by Darius before all the great 
men of his kingdom, “then the presidents and princes sought to find occasion 
against Daniel concerning the kingdom ; but they could find none occasion 
nor fault, forasmuch as he was faithful, neither was there any error or fault 
found in him. Then said these men, We shall not find any occasion against 
this Daniel, except we find it against him concerning the law of his God” 
(Dan. vi, 4,5). So these schemers against the liberty and life of the servant 
of God induced the king to make a decree which they knew Daniel could not 
conscientiously obey, and he did not. But was he at fault because he refused 


to worship any god but Jehovah? No. The position in which the Saints 


have been placed is similar. Occasion has been found against them concern- 
ing the law of their God. They must either become infamous in the sight of 
heaven or of men; but even under these circumstances there is no spirit of 
lawlessness amongst them. Since they cannot avert in a legal manner the 
stroke that is impending over them, they say, Let the axe fall We purpose 
to offer no unlawful resistance. By accepting and patiently suffering the 
penalty of the law, we will magnify it.” There is no phase of “Mormon” 
character which is better adapted to illustrate the law-abiding characteristics 
of the Mormon” people than this quiet submission to these unconstitutional, 
conscience-trenching enactments which dave been passed at the dictation of 
clamor and prejudice. 

ü would be creditable to anti-“Mormonism” if 80 much could be said for 
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those who-espouse its cause. Riot, arson and murder have marked’ ite pro- 
grees. These lawless acts have been committed voluntarily. No government 
has ever passed a law which has forced the perpetrators to become guiléy 
before God or man, if the inhuman deeds were not performed. No one can 
seriously claim that the conscience of the wretches who riot and murder 
after the manner of some of the anti- Mormons” determines them to the 
commission of such unhallowed deeds. They can 
absense of conacienve. 


It would be profitable for the honorable non - Mormon” classes of society 
to consider seriously the statement of Professor Huxley that anti-“Mor- 
monism” in these days has led the people of the United States to adopt a 
course towards the “Mormons” which is paralleled with that pursued by 
the ancient Romans towards the early Christians. There can be no question 
that the spirit which actuated the Roman people to engage in the persecution 
of the followers of Christ was inhuman and satanic. When we find another 
people performing acts of exactly a similar character, we are justified in con- 
cluding that they also are swayed by kindred thoughts, impulses; and pur- 
poses, The principles of such a people being bad, they are just as liable in 
these days to lead their possessors into the commission of unlawful acts as 
they were anciently; for principles are eternal, and wherever found must 
produce like fruits. The truth which we have already stated respecting the 
tendency of anti-“ Mormonism” to mobocracy and other evils is amply corro- 
borated by the statements of Professor Huxley heretofore quoted. His 
expressions are simply a generalization of facts of history, which, so far as 
they concern the people of the United States in their relation to the “Mor- 
mons,” are too well known to require repetition. 


But we desire, before closing, to call the attention of the people of this 
country, 80 far as we are able to reach them, to the fact that anti-“ Mor- 
mormonism” here, as well as elsewhere, is a menace to the peace of the 
people, and adds to the already heavy, financial burdens, with which the 
British people are taxed. During the past few years various congregetions 
of “Mormons” have been obliged to appeal to the authorities for protection: 
In two instances anti- Mormon” mobocracy has been carried to guch extrames 
that our people have taken the cases into court. We refer to the disturbances — 
at Swansea, and afterwards the one at Manchester, These two instances do not 
represent more than a small proportion of the total number of cases in which 
a, peaceably-disposed people have been disturbed by enti-“Mormona.” If 
the “Mormons” themselves were guilty of so many offenses against the public 
poace, we can very easily imagine what a cry would go up from all quarters 
demanding the punishment of the guilty parties. But the evil is not less 
because it originates with the anti- Mormon“ element; and, unless: it is 
frowned down by the better classes of society and rigorously held in check 
by the law, it will culminate in deeds, of greater violence and acta of public 
shame.
